We claim: 



1 . A compounti of the following formula: 
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or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, wherein R is an aliphatic or cycloaliphatic amine 
group. 

2. A compound of claim 1, wherein R is a to alkyl amine group, Cj to 
dialkyl amine group, piperidino group, piperazino group, pyqolidino group, pyrrolino group, 
a morpholino or an amino cyclohexyl derivative. 
3. A compound of claim 1, wherein R is pyrrolidino . 
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4. A phai^aceutical composition comprising a compound of formula (I) and a 
mj pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

5. A methodV)f antagonizing Ajb receptors comprising administering to a mammal 
in need thereof an effectiveyamount of compound of claim 1. 

6. A method ofVreating asthma comprising administering to a mammal in need 
thereof an effective amount of\ compound of claim 1.

11. A method of treating inflarnHKitory diseases comprising administering to a 
mammal in need thereof an effective amount ofia compound of claim 1. 



12. A method treating a disease selected from the group consisting ofr~afthritis, 
asthma, multiple sclerosis, sepsis, septic shock, endotoxic shock, gram negative shock, toxic 
shock, hemorrhagic shock, aqult respiratory distress syndrome, TNF-enhanced HIV 
replication, TNF inhibition of AZT and DDI activity, organ transplant rejection, cachexia 
secondary to cancer, HIV, osteoporosis, infertility from endometriosis, cerebral malaria, 
bacterial meningitis, adverse effects from amphotericin B treatment, adverse effects from 
interleukin-2 treatment, adverse effects from 0KT3 treatment, or adverse effects from GM- 
CSF treatment comprising administering to a\iammal in need thereof, an effective amount of a 
compound of claim 1. 

13. The method of claim 6, whereiiis^said compound is incorporated with inert 
carriers into a tablet and administered orally. 

14. The method of claim 6, wherein s^d compound is incorporated with a 
propellant and a solvent and administered by inhalation oi 

15. The method of claim 6, wherein said Compound is incorporated with a 
pharmaceutically acce ptable carrier and injected into said mam mal. 



16. The meAod of claim 7, wherein said compound is incorporated with inert 
carriers into a tablet and ath^inistered orally. 

17. The method ofN^laim 7, wherein said compound is incorporated with a 
propellant and a solvent and admi4s^ed1^ inhalation of mist. 

7Xwherein said compound is incorporated with a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and injectHinto said mammal. 



19. A method of modulatingYuman mast cell function comprising administering to a 
patient in need t hereof an effective amount of a compound of claim 1. 

20. A method of treating cardiac disease comprising administering to a patient in 
need thereof an effective amount opa compound of claim 1 . 
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
